Washington, Aug. 20 — (/P;— Navy 
and Marine draft calls for Septem- 
ber have been reduced from 22 000 
to 13,000, Vice Admiral Randall Ja- 
cobs said today. 


The chief of the Navy Bureau of 
Personnel reportej' that the Navy 
call was lowered from 17,000 to 
10,000 and the Marine call from 5 - 
000 lo 3,000. The Coast Guard did 
not originally ask for any induc- 
tions for September. 


The Army previously had cut its 


draft calls from 80,000 to 50,000 
Admiral Jacobs disclosed the re- 
ductions at a news conference at 
which he discussed the Navy's new 
discharge plan.

ident Truman and Generalissimo 
Stalin 
found

in common when they got togeth- 
er at Potsdam. 
One night after dinner at Prime 
Minister Churchill's quarters, 
the 
president was persuaded to play a 
selection from Chopin. Then a pro- 
fessional soldier-artist played the 
"Missouri Waltz," 
The Russian and American lead- 
ers fell to talking of folk music. 
Even though they talked with the 
aid of an interpreter, the conver- 
sation 
became 
animated. 
They 
smiled back and forth, like two old 
friends. 
The smiles were still there in the 
serious business that came 
after- 
wards. But beneath them was stub- 
born determination to drive 
the 
shrewdest bargain possible. 
Conference 
observers 
likened 


their bargaining to that of two Mis- 
souri "horse trader*." The presi- 
dent later confided to intimates, 
that the Russian 
leader 
was a 


tough man to trade with but that 
he challenged admiration. 
Like the rest of the American 


delegation, 
Mr. 
Truman 
came 
away with the feeling that Stalin's 
word was hard to get but that, once 
obtained, it was all that was neces- 
sary from Russia. 


One member of the delegation, 
reported that Stalin let it slip more 
than once that he thought the gray- 
haired Missourian drove a shrewd 
bargain but that he liked his direct- 
ness. " 


One thing Mr. Truman wanted 
was that 
Stalin enter 
the war 
against Japan. That step had been 
discussed at previous "Big Three" 
meetings, but Yalta had left the 
final details in the air. 
At 
Potsdam 
Stalin 
agreed at 
once upon a date and deliberations 
proceeded from that point, 
Witnesses told of the 61-year-old 
Truman' sitting as presiding officer 
at the session, eyes twinkling be- 
lind thick-lensed spectacles. There 
was no evidence in his bearing of 
any concern at stepping into the in- 
ternational shoes filled for so long 
by Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
Men com;ng away from 
the 
scene said the former Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill, and later Prime Min- 
ister Attlee, also appeared to like 
the quiet, businesslike way 
in 
which Mr. Truman cut wordy dis- 
agreements 
short 
with 
smiling, 
but brisk finality. 
The secrecy which 
surrounded 
the sessions was not of .President 
Truman's making. 
The chief executive expressed 
the wish to reporters aboard the 
cruiser Augusta en route to the 
conference that information cover- 
ing at least some phases of 
the 
meeting could be made available. 
He reminded 
them, 
however, 


that Gieat Britain and Russia were 
partners in the conference and that 
only the agreement of all 
three 
would permit even a general cov- 
er.-ifje of what took place.

sign any treaties that will dispei 
suspicions, proclaim yourself the 
champion of peace, progress and 
prosperity. 


3. Divide 
your possible oppo- 
nents by playing them off against 
one another. 


4. Strike hard 
and fast when 


the moment 
seems ripe, and let 
your aims justify your means. 


It is such 
a political system 
which 
distinguishes the Hitlers 


and the 'Japanese war lords from 
ordinary gangsters. And it is this 
system which makes 
the ruling 
ideology of a nation 
even more 
important than its official profes- 
sions and even acts. 


The ruling ideology of Germany 
under Hitler was National Social- 
ism, 
which seized upon the two 
most 
vital forces of the age- 


nationalism and socialism, and by 
converting the first 
into a mon- 
strous racialism, and the second 
into a man-eating state-ism, pro- 
duced 
an explosive energy that 
found its unifying concept 'in the 
German ••master race." The nil- 
ing ideology of Japan "for ages 
eternal" has been Shinto, which 
unities 
racialism and state-ism 


into the equally explosive concept 
of the divine family state of a 
superior race of gods ruled by a 
supreme God-Emperor who has a 
divine command to be the Em- 
peror of the world.

National Socialism was fairly well 
understood long before the war,

lo several universities to study the 
nature of the disease. 


In infantile 
paralysis irregular 
movements result when the pa- 
tient attempls to use the affected 
muscles. Purpose 
of muscle re- 
education is to strengthen 
each 
muscle as much as possible and to 
teach proper muscle 
use. Many 
observers believe that with this 
method there is 
less deformity 


and less 
inability to get around 
and do things afterward. 
USES HOT PACKS 


When paralysis 
develops, pa- 
tients are probably best cared for 
in a hospital where special treat- 
ments can be given. They receive 
regular medical and nursing care 
in addition to their special treat- 
ments. A special bed is prepared 
by removing the springs and re- 
placing them with boards. A firm 
mattress is covered with blankets 
instead of sheets.

Back to the Bible 


Should We Preach Doctrine? 


Many people have developed 


a strong aversion to doctrine, 
and do not wish to hear what 
they term "doctrinal" sermons. 
Shall we 
therefore 
cease to 
preach.any doctrines? It is like- 
ly that these persons do not 
understand what doctrine really 
is. The term doctrine is from 
the 
Greek 
word 
"didache," 
which means teaching. In a 
literal sense, then, every ser- 
mon should be a doctrinal ser- 
mon. 
If a preacher fails to 
.teach he.has missed his mark. 
Likely what people object to 
is the discussion of controversal 
issues. 
But 
if 
controverted 


points are not discussed, how is 
one to know Ihe truth on these 
points? If the discussion of con- 
troverted points is objected to, 
then we must object to a greal- 
er portion of the New Testa- 
ment 
The 
New Testamenl 
church was born and developed 
in the midst of heated contro- 
versies. ' Controversy 
is the 
crucible in which a false doc- 
trine is exposed, and truth vin- 
dicated. If we cannot approve 
of controversy, then we cannot 
approve of the Apostle Paul's 
policies during much of his min- 
istry. 


But what hath the New Testa- 
ment to say concerning doc- 
trine? A few of numerous ref- 
erences will be here considered. 
1. The people were astonished 
at Jesus' doctrine (Matt. 7:28). 
2, The early church continued 


steadfastly 
in 
the 
apostles' 
d.octrine 
(Acts. 2:42). 
The 


Romans obeyed a form of doc- 
trine which made them free 
from sins (Rom. 6:17-18). 
4. 
Paul 
taught, the 
Corinthians 
they' would derive no profit un- 
less they spoke by revelation; 
knowledge, prophesying or die- 
trine (1 Cor. 14; 6). 5. Paul in- 
structed Timothy 
to give 
at-; 
tendance to reading, exhortation 
and''doctrine CJ/"TimV4:13). 6. 
Titus was instructed ,to,,speak 
the things whichl-'-becomffe sound 
doctrine "(Titus;, 21)., '7. John 
taught that whosoever "abideth 
not in the doctrine of'Christ hathi 
not God." (2 John 9) 


An exceeding important reas- 
on for preaching the doctrine of 
Christ is seen in Paul's charge 
to Timothy, where he copnmand- 
ed, "Preach the word; be instant 
in season, put of season: re- 
prove, rebu'k'e,, .exhort with all 
longsuffering and doctrine. For 
the time. will come when they 
will not endure sound doctrine; 
but after their own lusts shall 
they heap to themselves teach- 
ers, having itching ears; and 
they shall turn away their ears 
from . the, ..truthu..and..shall he 
turned unto fables." (2,,Timothy 
4:2-4) - ,..v'...

Humble Shrimp Trawlers of 
Gulf Listened for U-Boats, 
Rescued Torpedoed Seamen 


New Orleans, Aug. 23 —(UP) — 
Those sloppy trawlers, which ply 
the coast fishing for shrimp, had 
their own vital role in the 
fight 
against sinking German 
U-boats 
during the black early-war months 
of 1942. 
The navy today, in a report on 
submarine activily in Ihe Gulf of 
Mexico, revealed that Ihe unglam- 
ourour shrimpers rescued 311 sea- 
men from watery graves following 
ship sinkings.
